Convalescent Hospital 

A letter has recently been sent out from the 
county office to each ratepayer of the County of 
Vulcan No. 2 asking for opinions regarding the need 
for a chronic convalescent hospital and, if construction 
of such a hospital is wanted, how it should be financed 
and operated. 

Opinions are asked on 6 points: 1) Is construction 
of such a hospital favored. 2) Should the County 
operate such a hospital alone. 3) Should it join with 
other municipal districts in operating such a hospital. 
4) Should to be operated at a $1.00 per day rate, with 
deficits paid out of general revenue. 5) Would a $3.00 
or $4.00 per day rate be considered excessive. 6) Has 
the ratepayer a relative who would be a patient at the 
present time. 

Provincial and Dominion construction grants oi 
$3,000 per bed are available, but costs of building to 
specifications to earn these grants, would be about 
$9,000 per bed, bringing the cost of a 20-bed hospital 
up to about $180,000. 

The purpose of this editorial is not to debate the 
pros and cops of need, of cost and of operation, but 
to urge all ratepayers to check off ‘‘Yes” or “No” to 
the questions asked and mail the questionnaires back 
to the county office. 

A summing-up of the results of the questionnaire 
will be given as soon as possible after the end of the 
year. If the opinions of the ratepayers indicate the 
desire and need for such a hospital the first step will 
have been taken.. Whether or not construction costs 
can be reduced without affecting the grants and to 
what extent towns and villages within the county will 
participate in the project and share in costs of opera¬ 
tions are matters that may affect the financial picture. 
Apparently the $9,000 per bed is a maximum figure, 
but actual costs of construction and equipment and 
furnishings would not likely be much below this a- 
mount. Towns and villages, if willing to join in the 
scheme, would pay a share of construction and opera¬ 
tion expenses on a basis similar to that in a municipal 
hospital district. -y

He compared oil seekers to pros¬ 
pective home builders and fanners 
and said that under the laws of 
the province an oil company which 
“wishes to drill for oil on land 
where the farmer does not own the 
minerals, has right of entry to the 
land.” This law was not peculiar 
to Western Canada, but had its 
roots in British Common low. 

Mr. Dick Reese, Chief Geologist, 
'Hudson Bay Oil and Gas, speaking 
on oil exploration, stated that des¬ 
pite all the advances that have 
been made In the science of geol¬ 
ogy and geophysics, the best that 
oil seekers can say after their ex¬ 
haustive studies Is "In this place 
we think you might find oil."
